An earth dam la to be conatructed across Vineca Brook, provld 
id witli & gated outlet pipe that till completely drain the pond. A 
tplUiray Is to be constructed on natural ground on the northerly side 
of the dBJD site to carry the overflo* at all times and is to be so con* 
•tructed as to serve as a fish ladder under normal flow conditiona. 

The splUvay Is to be bridged with a natural log bridge, and

7. FINE GRAVEL FILL 

Fine, gravel fill shall be placed in the upstream section of 
'the dam, aa shotn oo plans. The material used shall be a vell<-graded 
gravel containing sufficient fines to maJce it impervious » or other 
material approved by the engineer. This material shall be thoroughly 
and uniformly compacted by placing io layers not more than 6* thick and 
rolling with tractor, trucks or other suitable equipment.

In accordance nth your inetructlone, I have exaained the plana 
and specifications filed for your approval on July 26th, 1939, by 
Arthur D. Norcroes for the construction of an earthen fish pond da« on 
Vineca Brook in the Town of Wales and report as follows; 

Vineca Brook is a aasall tributary of Conant Brook which in turn 
Is a tributary of Chlcopee Brook that enters the Quahoag River about 
a mlie upstreajo from the village of Palmer. 

At a point on Vineca Brook about a half nile upstreao from the 
old Peck sawmill dam, so called, where the drainage area contributory 
is I 1/2 square miles, the proposed dam till be located. It will be 
200 feet in length, 16 feet in maximum height and 15 feet in width on 
the top. In regard to the length of the dam however » it may be stated 
that about one half of this is only a few feet in height extending 
along high natural ground which is about the spillway level. 

The «lope of the dam on the upstream side will be 1 on 3, sur- 
faced or blanketed with gravel one foot in thickness. In addition* 
this ©lope will be protected from wave action at the water level by a 
12 inch stone pavement extending froaj 3 feet below to S feet above the 
spillway level. On the downstream side the slope will be 1 on 2, 
loamed and seeded. 

In the construction of the dam, the material will be carefully 
graded, with the impervious, clayey soil placed in the upstream portion 
and the coarser, pervious, material in the downetreaa portion. Under 
the upstream part of the high section of the dam, two cut-off trenches 
running parallel with the length of the dam and about 25 feet apart 
vill be excavated down into a satisfactory, inLpermeable stratum in the 
foundation and refilled with laipervlous material thoroughly compacted 
in place, so as to prevent Miy leaJcage or seepage through the founda- 
tion soil under the structure. 

About 60 feet from the east end of the dam, a B4 inch diameter 
gated drain pipe will extend through the base of .the structure, for the 
purpose of drawing down or emptying the pond. This drain will be of 
reinforced concrete pipe or a metallic pipe encased in reinforced 
concrete. In either case it will be supported on concrete piers or 
footings extending down into a solid foundation, and will be provided 
with concrete cut-off waUa to prevent leakage through the earth-fill 
along the outside of the conduit. 

The overflow of the dam will be a subtantial structure of re- 
inforced concrete and rubble stone masonry, located near the easterly 



ofid of tlw) dAa, at a point where the height of the daa is only about~5 
lnjet above the natural ground level. From the spill lay crest, which 
:,jil be 21 feet in UngtH and 5 feet beloi the level of the top of th« 
'jlj., a a-sbaped spillway channel 5 feet m width on the bottoa. 13 feet 
in width on top and aoout 60 feet in length will extend free the pond* 
nofDHB the da» and natural ground to the bed of the brook, well below 
tiie toe of the dam.

original plans and specif Icatlonsi be driven from the botton of the cut^ 
off trench down into iopervicuB soil in the foundation* This piling to 
consist of 3" matched oak plank, from 4 to 8 feet in depth, and having 
a total length of about 40 feet» as shown and specified in the accom- 
panying *'A3iended plan and specif icaticns*'. 

Inasmuch as this sheet piling cut-off wall will add to the safety 
and stability of the atructure, 1 would recommend that the "Amended plaji 
and specif loatiOM", be approved* and filed with the original plan and 
■peclfications for this dam.

In accordance with your instructions • I have examined tbe plan 
■ad specifications filod for your approval on Sept. 7. 1^0, hy Arthaa* 
». Nor cross for the rebuilding and raising of the old Peck samfiill dan. 
io-called, on Vineca Brook in the town of tales and report as follows: 

Vmeca Brook is a tributary of Conant Brook which. In turn. 
iB a tributary of the Chi cope e Brook that enters the Quahoag Stver about 
a lile upstream from the Village of Paloer. • 

At a point on Vinaca Brook about one-half a mile easterly or 
upatreaa from the lionson-fales Town line. where the drainage area con- 
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trlbutory ts approxtnately t»o square alien. Is located the old Pecit 
tewmlU dm. This daa 13 a vary Old structure, and the rater nof^r 
development of »hioh it la a part had been in the hands of the Pecfc 
faailjr for over a hundred years, until it ms purchased by the present 
omr. For years the tater power operated a saw and shingle aili, and 
later on a cider aiU. Both mills having long been abandoned, and onl, 
their stone foundations now reaaln* 

The daa is an earthen eobanlcaent faced on the downetrean side with 
a dry atone masonry wall. It Is about one hundred and alscty-tive feet 
In length, twelve feet in height and seven feet In width on top. The 
overflow, located near the northerly end of the structure ia twelve feet 
tn length, with its crest one foot below the top of the dea. Since the 
ml lie attached ceased operating sorae twenty years &go, the dam. howeverl 
has been abandoned and has been breached, so that it no longer forma 
any pond. 

According to the plan and aoeciflcationa filed, it la Intended to 
restore the dam to service by rebuilding and raising It, so ae to for« 
& pona for pleasure and recreation uses. 

The top of th-; dam will be raised an average of four feet above 
its present height by the consturctton of an earthen embanicment direct- 
ly over the top and upstream elope of the existing structure, this 
new embankment will be built of fine gravel, with a top width of six 
leet, aslope of one on two on the upstreaa aide, and a slope of one on 
one and one-half on the downstream side. The upstream slope irill be 
protected from wave action by a layer of coarse gravel, while the top 
and downstream slope will be loaned and seeded. In the construction of 
the new embankment, a cut-off trench four feet In width and extending 
down Into an impervious foundation is to be excavated in the present 
earth dam, and refilled tith coapacted, iopervious material. 

At the hortherly end of the structure, a new concrete overflow 
thirty feet tn length and five feet in depth below the top of the dam 
will be built* Computations indicate that this overflow ia of ample 
8i£e to discharge safely any flood flow to be expected from the drain- 
age area contributory. Hear the southerly end of the dam, a twenty- 
four inch diameter reinforced concrete drain pipe for drawing down and 
emptying the pond will be constructed, this drain pipe will rest on a 
reinforced concrete slab or saddle, and will be provided with a concrete 
cut-off wall and a sliding gats at its upstream end. 

Inasmuch as the plan and specifications, if faithfully adhered to# 
should result in a stable structure having an overflow of ample capacity, 
I would recommend that they be approved.

1. This is an appeal from the refusal of the Appelle 
to abate a tax for the year 1940, assessed on real estate and personal 
property owned by the appellant in the Town of West Springfield. 

2. On January 1, 1940, the Appellant was the owner of 
certain real estate and per.-?onal property situated In the Town of West 
Springfield, and including ■orks, structures, real estate, motor vehicl 
trailers, machinery, poles, underground conduits, wires and pipes owned 
by said corporation. The Appellant has duly brought in to the Appellee 
a true list of its personal estate as required by General Laws (Ter.Ed. > 

Chapter 5S, Section 61. 

3. The Appellee valued the above described property 
other than motor vehicles at SI .075,382.00, and assessed to the 
Appellant a tax thereof, at the rate of $35.00 per $1,000* In the amoun^ 
of $37,638.37^ 

4. The tax was paid on Octobsr 30, 1940. 

5. On or about September 24. 1940, the Appellant re- 
ceived from the Commissioner of Corporations and Taction (hereinafter 
called the "Commisfi loner") a notification dated Septemlier 23, 1940, a 
fiopy of which marked »»aii is attached hereto and made % part hereof. 
Said notification tae given pursuant to the provisions of Section SSA 
of Chapter 63 of the General Laws (Tef. Ed.) and the Appellant nas 
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thereby advised ttet in deterinlning the amouiit of the AppeUaat^e 
corporate franchise ta* far the year 1940 the Commissioner had found 
the value of the aforesaid property of the iC^pellant to be $13,000 OO 
less that the aniount at which said property was assessed and taxed by 
the appellee, ajid had deducted only said smaller value »o deteriniaed 
by M« fTom the true value of the Appellantte corporate franchise as 
found by hia. 

6. Fnrsuant to the provisions of the aforesaid Sec^ 
tion SBk, the Appellajit thereupon on October 31. 1940. laade applicatiea 
in writing to the Appellee, on a form approved by the Commissioner, for 
an abatetttent of the aforesaid tax aeeessed by the Appellee, bat the 
Appellee has taken no action on said apDlication although more than 
four HJ months have elapsed since the mating thereof. Also pursuant 
to the provisions of the aforesaid section 68A the Appellant now maket 
this appeal to this Board and concurrently with the filing hereof has 
mailed to the Cfonimiesioner a notice of such filing and a copy hereof. 

?, The Appellant is aggrieved by the failure of the 
I Appellee to abate the aforesaid tax and objects thereto on the ground 
that without such abatement the Appellant will be 11 legally and ia- 
properly subjected to double taxation on its aforesaid real and personifl 
property to the extent of that portion of the value thereof as deter- 
mined by the Appelle (namely $12,000,00) which is not deducted by the 
Oommiss loner froo the value of the Appellant^s corporate franchise in 
determining the Appellant* a corporate franchise tax.

1 have examined the plans 
and apoclficatione showing the changes proposed In or the remodelling 
to be «ade on the feat Springfield Water Works Reservoir dam filed 
for your approval by the town of West Springfield on 4prll 3, 1526, 

and report as follows. 

The present dam. which le an earthen embankment approxi- 
mately 300 feet in length and 28 feet in height, is located on Bear 
Hole Brook at a point where the drainage area contrlbutary, not in- 
cluding that contrlbutary to ishley Reservoir, one of the sources of 
water supply of ths City of Holyoks. Is about 2 1/2 square mlle|. 




The dam was OTiglnaUy built w « Mall lo, Btnicture. but 
apparently because of the need of more storage capacity, it had been 
raised la height at two different tloes since and brought to ita 
present dittienBlons. 

What is now proposed ie to increaee Its dlmenaions again 
and raise It about sij feet. To do this. It ie proposed to IncreaBe 
the eection of the present embankoient by an addition to its down- 
streaa face and to place in the addition a clay puddle core running 
parallel wit fa the center line of the preaent structure about 40 feet 
therefrom. The bond between the new and old work will he made by 
stepping the slope of the latter and overlapping it with the former. 

The upstreaa atone paved face of the preaent structure 
with its ©lope of 2 on 1 will not be disturbed nor will its atop, 
which win be used as a ber® from the downetreaji) edge of which the 
additional eobankaent will be carried on a slope of 4 on I until the 
new top is reached six feet above. 

The clay puddle core to be built in the new addition is for 
the puTpoee of maJtlng the embankaent Imperaieable. Inasmuch as an 
investigation of the ground Indicated that there la conal datable 
seepage through the preaent structure, the provision made in the 
specifications thst the core will be extended two or more feet Into 
the natural clay foundation beneath it, Is advisable in order that 
a thorough seal and laperareable cut-off will be formed. Another 
desirable proviaion la thet the foundation of the new ajabankjaent will 
be thoroughly prepared and that all undeelrable material including 
stumps t stones, etc. shall be removed therefrom. 

The present spillway which Is a aluicewsy through the dam 
located towards its west end, will be raised and re-enforced to meet 
the requlrefflents of the remodelled ^structure without decreasing its 
discharging capacity. 

The maximum widtb of the additional embankment will h& about' 
50 feet, it will have a width on top of 16 feet and a slope of 3 on 
1 on the downs tresiti side. When bulU, the maximum width of the whole 
structure at Its base between toea will be 165 feet, that is the 
maximum width of the aection of the reaiodeUed structure will be 165 
feet. 

These dimensions, together with the others given on the 
plans, show that the structure la designed within the limits of safety* 
and 1, therefore, recomjiend the plans and specif Ications for your I 
approval . 

In so doing, however, I wleh to draw attention to the great 
care to he exercised In the construction work, especially in the pre- I 
paration and placing of the clay puddle core, as upon thla depends the] 
Impermeability of the dam ae well as to a great extent Its safety- No 
pains, therefore* or expense should be spared to have the core as per- 
fect ae poesible.

I have exainlned tbe plans and epeclficatlone. filed for your 
approval by the owner, Proepero De Bona on February Sth, 1530, of an 
earthed daa to be built across Sodoa brook, bo called, m the Tom of 
Southwick and report as follows; 

Sodoffl brook rl see near the top of Sodom Mountain adjacent 
to the Southwlck-Granvllle boundary line, floiPB south-easterly and 
north-easterly to Hunn Brook Into which it empties at a point about a 
half mile upetreaa froa the $outh»ick-We8tfield boundary line. It Is 
about three utiles in length and drains about 3 1/2 square miles. 

At the foot of the mountain about a mile from where the 
brook rises and about a thousand feet downstream from the Battlstonl 
dao. ao called. Is the location of the proposed daa. The drainage 
area of the brook at this point is only about three quarters of a 
square mile. 

According to the plans the da» is to be 150 feet or there- 
abouts m length, 14 feet in hlght above the natural streambed and 
ten feet In .idth on top. It ia to have a wood plank core and slopes 
of 2 to 1 on the upstream side paved with stone and 2 1/2 to 1 on the 
downstream side seeded down. 

The reservoir formed by the dam will cover an area of 3.2 
acres and will have a capacity of approjrlmately 4,640,000 gallons. 
The spillway is to be at the south end of the structure and is to be 
ten feet in length built of cement concrete. Its crest is shown to 
be only two feet below the top of the dam and this Is hardly sufflcleni 
in time of intense flood flow if a generous factor of safety Is to be 
Baintainsd.

there has been no recoBiroendatlon by your engineer for a final decree 
of acceptance on this dam. 

The plan and specifications for this etructure were approve^ 
by the County on March 36, 1930 1 and a supplementary plan and apecl- 
ficationa, covering a change in the location of the proposed spill- 
«iy, were approved on November 12, 1930. The work of building the 
daa was carried out in 1231, and the greater part of the structure 
WEB completed. For some reason, however, the «ork was discontinued 
before the spillway of the dam had been satisfactorily finished in 
accordance with the plan and specifications, but, nevertheless, the 
daa was put In service and forced s pond. 

although the Owner's attention was drawn tb the unfinished 
spillway, nothing was done to complete the structure and during a 
heavy storm in September 1934, a washout occurred In and around the 
spillway. This washout, although it did no damage downstream, 
completely undermined and broke up the spillway, so that the water 
level was lowered to a height of only a few feet abovje the bed of 
the brook, leaving very little water stored in the pond. 

Since that time, and up to the present, the dam has re- 
gained In the same apparently abandoned condition, -with breached 
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^Pilltay and forcing pTactlcally no pondag., m thU co.dition it 
cJoae aot appear to constitute any danger, although it la regularly 
vuited by your engineer to «ake imre that it .ay not be r.-b.Ut and 
put into sernce again tithout the proper permit, etc. 

The above outline of the history of this Otbona de.D tin 
make plain thy your engineer bae not reco^n.ended that a final decree 
Of acceptance be issued for it. and thla letter, if fUed nth the 
other data on the structure, till serve to complete the recorde of 
thd dao to date.

1939 by the Town of Ludlow, and report aa 
follows: 

The Harrla Pond daai ie located on Higher Brook, a ehort distance 
upatreaa froa, flolyoke street, at a point where the drainsge area con- 
tributory ie 1/3 square oilee. 

The dam 1b 156 feet in length of which ISO feet, or thereabouts. 
le an earth embankment or dike, sad the remainder a atone masonary 
spillway section. The height of the eBhankflient le 9 feet above the 
fitreajDbed. and the spillway crest, which ie 24 feet in length, is 7 j 
1/2 feet, that Is, the eplllway crest la 16 inchee lower than the top;

approval by MeaBrs. Dupre and MaaalUater for the reconstruction and 
repairs of their earthen dam. built across the outlet of l^ittle klm 
Pond in Brimfield and report as followsi 

Little Alum Pond is situated about one and a half miles north 
of East Brimfield. U is a body of water having a surface area of 60 
acres and a drainage area of about three fourths of a square alle. 

At the edge of the pond across it8 outlet, which empties into 
the t^lnebaug Biver at last Brlsifield, the dam ie sitauted. It is 
about 100 feet in length and 9 or probably 10 fen in Mght at its 
highest point, 

I The spillway is located in or near the center of the structure. I 
It ie in a ramshackle condition with Its crest breaclied. and the earthi 
work of the structure abutting it, washed away for a distance of 12 or 

15 feet on either side. 

i 

The plane and specifications filed for approval, show the repalrsj 
to be made on the eEbanknaent and the reconstruction of the splUway. ^ 
This, together with Its abutmenta, ting walls and apron will be built i 
of cement concrete and will replace the present stone masonry etructur^, 

I The crest of the spillway will be 2 feet below the finished embankment. 

I At a point about 5 feet below the crest an opening or sluiceway will be 
built and will be controlled by a sluice gate for the purpose of re- 
gulating the hlgbt of the pond. 

The length of the spillway is only 4 feet and, consequently its 
discharging capacity is siuall , since the hlght of the top of the em- 
bankment above it, Is only 3 feet. Because of the small watershed hot- 
ever and the large size of the surface area of the pond In proportion 
to its drainage area» {The ratio being one to eight} the discharging 
capacity of the spillway need not be nearly so large as would be re- 
quired were the water- shed contrlbutary a normal shed. This has been 
shown by the present spillway which, although Its discharging capacity 
is no great ST than the proposed one, it has apparently never given 
trouble though the daio has been in existence for over one hundred year si. 

Inasmuch^ however, as the discharging capacity of the spillway ci 
be very materially increased without waking any changes in the plans , 
or specifications, it is recoaunended that the abutments of the spillway" 
be raised one foot and the smbankiaent rounded up to the same level. 
This will add very little extra to the total cost of the work and will

Thomas J. Costello, Chairman, 
Dear Sir; 

I have requested examined the plans ajid specifications filed 
for your approval on Oct. 37th. 1S36 by the o^ner Lucien Lemieui. for 
the reps 1 ring and strengthening of hie ice pond dam and report as 
follows: 

The dam Is located on a email tributary of Chtcopee River. 
a short diitance upstream from the concrete bridge croeeing the River 
at Chicopee Center. 

It U an earthen embankment about 140 feet in length along 
ite top and 26 feet in height above the etreambed. 

The Ice pond forced by the dam covers about 2 1/2 acres and 
the drainage area contributory thereto, is about 1/8 of a square mile. 

The 63m w^ built about 25 years ago. In its construction 
a clay core 4 feet wide naa built between sheathing, which appears to 
be in good condition. Also, In its construction, there were laid 
through the dam an 8 inch cast iron drain pipe and a 13 inch cast iron 
spillway or overflow pipe. On the drain pipe there were two shut off 
valves one located at each end. 

To strengthen and increase the factor of safety of the dam, it 
is proposed to change the downstream slope from 1 1/2 on 1 to a 1/2 on 
1 and to remove the valve on the downstream end of the drain pipe, alaci 
to extend the pipe to a point below the new toe. The object of remov- 
ing this valve is to prevent pressure in the pipe which might cause 
leakage in case the valve would be closed. 

For greater safety the 12 inch apiUway pipe laid through the 
daifi, is going to be abai^doned and its intake end pemanently sealed. 
To take its place a spillway 5 feet wide and of eufficierit capacity, 
will be constructed at the west end of the dam with the upper part of 
reinforced concrete and the lower part of stone laid in cement. The 
spillway will be laid to a point below the toe of the structure. 

The construction of this new spillway and the abandoning of the 
present IS inch spillway pipe will add greatly to the safety of the dajn 
Since the changes and repairs proposed on the dam will add mater i^ 
lly to its safety, I recommend that the plan and epecifl cations filed 
be approved.
